“We had opened for Groove 
Collective at this DuMaurier 
urban grooves/ electronic festival 
that my friend Rod organized,” 
remembers Fung. “One of the acts 
brought down was this band 
Nerve from New York, one of the 
first bands we had ever heard 
doing live drum ‘n bass. Those 
guys were all schooled jazz musi- 
cians; we all spoke the same lan- 
guage. And what was brilliant 
about that band was they did a 45- 
minute set every week, live 
improvised drum ‘n bass from 
start to finish. But they used the 
jazz concepts of improvisation: 
they brought things up and down. 
And since then, it seems ta be this 
growing movement in different 
countries, mostly among jazz 
musicians.” 

After the breakup of Knifey 
Moloko, Fung ambled back to 
Edmonton, where he hooked up 
with drummer Victor Laso. The 
two began experimenting with 
different types of electronica, toy- 
ing with trance until they finally 
settled on a deep house groove. 
“Sometimes [trance] goes by so 
fast that you don’t have time to 
think and enjoy the moment, 
because you're kinda stuck in this 
fast groove. I find house has 
almost like a jazz swing to it, and 
a moderate tempo.” 

Concept in place, the duo began 
the difficult process of finding col- 
laborators to flesh out the sound. 
“Musicians that were into house

or electronic music were not usu- 
ally jazz musicians and didn’t 
have the technical skills that we 
wanted,” laments the keyboardist. 
“ And those musicians who had 
technical skills didn’t listen to 
electronic music. So you really 
had to take them on a listening 
journey and force-feed them 
music for them to really get inter- 
ested in it.” 

A recent short jaunt to Europe 
has confirmed for Fung that he’s 
on the right musical path. “I’ve 
been told by friends in London 
that this is something that’s grow- 
ing there. I think this is not some- 
thing that’s going to disappear; I 
think that it'll probably gain more 
acceptance.”

“You're hitting on the subject of 
chemistry on both personal and 
artistic levels when you're talking 
about bands like Nat's quintet or 
the Davis bands. I think that’s an 
element that is missing in today’s 
music,” began Fortune 

“When Nat put together that 
band, Jimmy and I had known 
each other a long time. Booker 
had worked for years with 
Cannonball and Nat, and Larry 
Willis had been on a couple of 
my fusion dates. Larry actually 
gave me the input | needed on 
those sessions to make it work.” 

Fortune's latest release, In The 
Spirit of John Coltrane, reflects that 


major influence on his artistic 
path 
“T knew the man, his music. He 


inspired me and profoundly 
moved me,” said Fortune before 
taking stock of the disc. “The 
record came about as we were 
going through different phases. A 
month before the recording date | 
thought we were steppin’ out too 
far, but I’m pleased with the 
music I wrote, it’s unique and on 
target. It has a Coltrane sound 
and I didn’t realize it at the time 
but it goes through the periods of 
his development. The last track 
with Reggie [Workman, bass] 
and Rashied [Ali, drums] gets to 
the avante garde sound.” 

While he continues to look for- 
ward and lives in the moment, 
not in memories, the multi-reed 
man graciously fields a question 
about his stint with Davis, 
acknowledging that “Everybody 
wants to know about Miles.” 

“Miles asked me to join his 
band in ‘71, but at the time I 
turned it down because McCoy’s 
band was really stretching out. 
Where Miles was going at that 
time, I wasn’t too sure. 

“Tt was a few years later and 
Max Gordon of the Village 
Vanguard had hired me after I 
left Buddy Rich’s band. While I 
was there Miles came down and 
asked me to be part of the group 
and I had already played a ses- 
sion for the On The Corner album 
with Benny Maupin on bass clar- 
inet. I jumped at the invitation. 

“Four years agojl met a guy in 
St. Louis who sent me a cassette 
of what was the first gig in Japan 
the night before we recorded 
Pangaea. I hadn't listened to that 
music in 20 years and Lenjoyed it, 
it was interesting.” 

Playing the Yardbird with three 
musicians he’s never met is a far 
cry from going to Japan with 
Miles Davis, but Fortune obvi- 
ously isn’t adverse to doing one- 
offs such as this. 

“Sometimes they can be great. 
Jazz is a universal language and 
you can be standing on the band- 
stand with people you can’t 
speak with but you can sure play 
together. Usually if it’s a major 
town with a good music scene, a 
university, it works out. If you 
can time I can play enough

What about Bob? 


Mr. Mould does not play well with others 


IS ANYONE OUT THERE CONCERNED 
about Bob Mould? I am. I don’t 
know the man. I’ve never met 
him, never even seen him perform 
live, but I’m totally concerned 
about him, in a pathetic, fanboy 
sort of way 

Bob Mould and Paul 
Westerberg were my ticket out of 
Shitrock Loving Goofville, popu- 
lation: me. I mean, I liked Lou 
Reed and everything, but he was 
already an old guy with his best 
work behind him. If I was ever 
going to forsake the Ratts and 
Criies of the world, someone was 
going to have to first lead me out 
of the wilderness. Mould and 
Westerberg, via Husker Dui and 
the Replacements, were the guys. 

Hiisker Dii made a racket that 
was unbelievable. Starting out 
with breakneck speed, they 
played hard and loud with an 
abrasive, trebly sound that went 
straight for your jaw muscles. 
They always sounded trebly and 
distorted and never turned down, 
not even for a major label. 

Mould stayed the major course 
through a pensive art-rock, solo- 
with-band-and-cello period, but 
was indie again by the time he 
returned to rock with Sugar. The 
most important thing to remem- 
ber, however, is that up until a 
few years ago, Mould worked 
with other musicians. Since 1996's 





Bob Mould, he has taken DIY to 
new heights, playing everything, 
producing everything himself. 
Witness Modulate (Granary). 
Longtime fans who were freaking 
out at the prospect of Mr. Mould 
releasing an “electronic” album 
need not have troubled them- 
selves. Modulate’s got some new 
sounds and technology, but 
Mould admits he’s a novice and 
asks us to bear with him as he gets 
the hang of his new doodads. 

In case Mould ever becomes 
really good at ‘electronic’ music, it 
was very bold of him to treat us to 
this glimpse of his learning 
process. As it stands, he currently 
treats the gadgets as the means to 
the same ends he sought with gui- 
tar. It’s an exploring album, but 
Mould doesn’t venture very far. 
But no one’s been brave enough to 
tell him about it, until me. 

One outright complaint: it’s not 
loud enough. One personal opinion 
from a stingy-hearted critic, and 
its logical conclusion: Mould’s 
songwriting peaked around 
Sugar’s Beaster, almost a decade 
ago, so listening to this batch of 
songs, well, that they’re decorated 
differently is largely irrelevant. 

Finally, one fanboy’s enduring 
dream: that Mould learns to play 
well with others again so that 
Hiisker Dii might finally reunite.

At first I 
as like you, making fun of the 
Ichy vocals, the deliberately 
pulsive lyrics and cover art, the 
Songs crammed with seemingly 
andom and conflicting changes in 
po and momentum. Their live 
bum convinced me they had to 
e the stupidest thing going when 
‘ocalist, George “Corpsegrinder” 
Fisher dedicated the song Fucked 
ith a Knife to “all the ladies out 
ere.” Misogyny is metal’s oldest, 
ost boring trick and no less bor- 
ig when it’s spouted by some 
my who sounds like he’s trying to 
awk up a loogie. 
But after adjusting my ears to 
extreme dissonance, rhythm- 
ing speed, asymmetrical 
ge and goofy vocals, I have to 


admit Cannibal Corpse are 
unique, uncompromising and tal- 
ented players. A dozen years at 
this has turned them into a formi- 
dable instrumental force and, 
since they wrote most of the death 
metal rules, they know how to 
mess with them to keep things 
interesting. Not interesting 
enough to make a whole 45 min- 
utes of their music riveting, but 
cool enough to produce twisted 
gems like Pit of Zombies, Compelled 
to Lacerate and Dormant Bodies 
Bursting (“Volcanic explosion of 
guuuuts!”), in which the band 
plays a zillion notes and never 
produces anything that sounds 
even remotely melodic. Kudos, 
boys. And way to keep the 
woman-hating off your lyric 
sheet, if only on this album. 
Demeaning all life is fine, but sin- 
gling out the ladies is uncalled for. 
In the fetid field of what passes 
for heavy music these days (and 
with the exception of the godlike 
System of a Down) Id take 
Cannibal Corpse over any 25 
tadio-ready nu metal bands any 
day of the week, including 
Sunday.

She won the 
Commonwealth Writer's Prize for 
Best First Book for Chorus of 
Mushrooms, an exploration of three 
generations of Japanese-Canadian 
women living in a small prairie 
town. Kappa, her second novel, 
shows she’s finding her voice and 
pitching it with a resonant maturi- 
ty and aplomb. In a less clement 
writer's hands, Kappa could have 
easily melted into a sodden mess. 
The kappa is a terrific lever for 
allegory, an entity whose wet, 
ereen kiss can also bless those who 
believe in its magical powers. The 
four sisters, growing up witha 
paucity of both love and water, are 
hard-pressed to imagine anything 
but loneliness and alienation even 
from each other. Another smart 
move by Goto is to have her narra- 
tor, as a little girl, obsessed with 
the Little House on the Prairie series. 
Goto’s juxtaposition of the rosy- 
hued romanticism of those chil- 
dren’s books, compared to the rice 
sisters’ parched upbringing, is 
poignant.

All this thinking. Would love to 
turn off my brain or change the 
channel. But there’s no stopping 
the memories, they come and 
drown me.” 

In this journey from broken 
dreams and bitterness to achieving 
forgiveness and finding love, 
water, with all its healing proper- 
ties, is an apt, if pedestrian, 
metaphor. What's harder to see is 
where immaculate conceptions 
and flying saucers fit in on the 
journey from emotional desert to 
verdant adulthood.

Apple‘s extensive workshop his- 
tory includes the New Play 
Festival last spring in Vancouver, 
which “solved some mechanical 
problems,” and the Blue Heron 
Theatre in New York last summer 
where Thiessen discovered the 
work “could play anywhere.” Last 
year, the script won the 2001 
Alberta Playwright’s annual com- 
petition and was published by 
Playwright’s Canada Press. The 
development process for Apple has 
been lengthy, Thiessen admits, 
but adds “It’s not as long as 
some!”

While her Dogme brethren Trier 
and Vinterberg have often resort- 
ed to shock to drive home their 
point, uncredited director and 
writer Lone Scherfig instead con 
centrates on performance and the 
sweet simplicity of script and 
character. Italian for Beginners 
almost doesn’t need anything 
more than available light and 
already-existing locations, which 
is perhaps the ultimate triumph of 
the Dogme movement. 

The film follows six thirtyish 
singles in an unnamed Danish 
town. The catalyst for the pro- 
ceeding course of action is 
Andreas (Anders Berthelsen), an 
interim pastor and recent widow- 
er. As he books himself into a 
hotel, he meets Jorgen Mortensen 
(Peter Gantzler), the hotel manag- 
er. Jorgen’s best friend Halvfinn 
(Lars Kaalund) is the world’s 
worst waiter, whose only saving 
grace is his passion for Italian soc- 
cer. Halvfinn works with the pret- 
ty Italian cook Giulia (Sara Indrio 
Jensen), who has a secret longing

for Jorgen. Halvfinn walks into a 
beauty parlour one day and meets 
Karen (Ann Eleanora Jorgensen), a 
hairdresser with an elderly and 
sick mother. Stopping at the bak- 
ery, he also meets clumsy but 
charming Olympia (Anette 
Stovelbaek), who is finally fight- 
ing against the abusive tough-love 
of her father. All of these charac- 
ters end up in a conversational 
Italian night class, and as they get 
to know each other they become 


enmeshed in each other's lives. 
It’s easy to create drama from 
outrageous plots and weird situa- 
tions. What's difficult is creating 
an engaging story out of ordinary 
lives. Scherfig’s characters do 
have a few tics and quirks, but 
their problems are ordinary. 
Which is not to say that their lives 
are meaningless or mundane; in 
fact, because of the universal

I ALWAYS THOUGHT THE 
commercials for Death to Smoochy 
were baffling. They primarily fea- 
ture Robin Williams bibbling 
around in his pixieish way, slam- 
ming into walls and jumping on 
some guy. Why, I wondered, are 
they advertising it like this when 
they’ve got an obvious high con- 
cept to push: a disgraced chil- 
dren’s entertainer loses it and 
decides to kill his replacement, a 
guy in a cute Barneyesque rhino 
costume? Why didn’t they play 
with that? 

Having seen the film, I feel I 
now better understand the com- 
mercial-makers’ dilemma. 
Presented with a film that itself 
fumbles its basic premise and 
never quite seems to know what 
it’s trying to be about, they obvi- 
ously threw up their hands and 
punted, deciding eventually to 
lard the commercial with Robin 
Williams since they figured he 
must have an audience out there 
somewhere. Nice try, guys. 
Stupid, but I see where you were 
coming from. 


















Death to Smoochy was directed 
by Danny DeVito and written by 
Adam Resnick. On paper, this 
sounds great. DeVito’s War of the 
Roses is a classic example of a 
solidly conceived and executed 
black comedy, with a no-cheat 
downbeat ending that seals the 
deal. Resnick worked on Late 
Night with David Letterman and The 
Larry Sanders Show, and he wrote 
Letterman freako Chris Elliot's 
bizarre star vehicle, Cabin Boy. 
These guys seem like the perfect 
team to do Death to Smoochy. And 
the premise seems irresistible. 

Instead, though, it’s a muddier 
tale that seems to be trying to 
expose the icky, money-grubbing 
soul of the children’s entertain- 
ment business. It does this by tak- 
ing Edward Norton, the super 
sweet creator of Smoochy, and 
plunking him down among a 
bunch of sleazy TV executives, 
retarded Irish mobsters, and evil 
ice show promoters. 

Admittedly, this sounds pretty 
good. And there are funny things 
about Death to Smoochy, for sure. 
The richest vein of humor just 
comes from hearing people swear 
their fucking heads off in a TV 
kids’-show context. “Are you 
blind? It’s a cock!” is a funny line 
in any universe. 


Now it's easier than ever to 
get high speed Internet. 


And you can’t beat the cast. 
Catherine Keener’s in there, play- 
ing almost precisely the same role 
she played in Being John Malkovich, 
that of an amoral office bitch with 
a filthy mouth. But hey, she’s 
good at that role. Norton as 
Sheldon Mopes/Smoochy, is a 
super sweet guy, but somehow 
never quite so sweet you want to 
see him get killed (which might be 
the problem). Robin Williams ... 
eh ... he’s certainly “on” in this 
movie, stumbling around as 
unemployed kids’ star Rainbow 
Randolph, trying (sort of) to bring 
death to Smoochy. I’ve come to 
hate Robin Williams in the last 
few years, starting with his insipid 
What Dreams May Come, but still, 
he should have done more here. 

That's the biggest problem; 
Robin Williams’ death-to- 
Smoochy plot gets relegated to a 
sideline in the midst of all the 
other stuff going on. Sure, 
Rainbow Randolph is trying to kill 
Smoochy. The movie never quite 
focuses in on the basic idea and 
what's funny about it — killing 
Smoochy; instead, it’s just a 
shmozzle of bad guys. Never once 
do we see the primal image of a 
bunch of dudes kicking the shit 
out of a guy ina purple rhino suit. 
There’s just so much extra clunky 
junk that the story never quite 
makes its way through. Death to 
Smoochy has some good material - 
and laughs in there, but it’s still 
kind of a mess. =3

OF ALL THE PLACES YOU COULD 
think of to watch the game, Four 
Rooms probably wouldn’t top the 
list. For boho improvised jazz, a 
quick but elegant pre-movie meal 
or somé tapas on the fly before 
heading to the Winspear — sure. 
But sporting events? 

Well, there I was in the library 
at Four Rooms, sinking into a soft 
leather armchair by their faux- 
fireplace, my attention fixed on 
the Edmonton-Minnesota tilt on 
the TV, a glass of Heineken in my 
hand and dinner on the way. 
Funny how these things turn out. 

Four Rooms opened about three 
years ago in Edmonton Centre (or 
whatever they’re calling it now) 
and has cultivated a bit of a repu- 
tation based on its polyglot menu, 
tasty live music and cosmo atmos- 
phere. The unseasonably cold 
weather had kept away all but a 
few stalwarts the night I was 
there, but they were certainly in 
tune with the relaxed vibe, float- 
ing through the air like the Joni 
Mitchell and jazzy hip-hop on the 
stereo. 

The menu, as noted, is a mixed 
bag of ethnic flavours from conti- 
nental (Coquilles St. Jacques, 
Mushroom Strudel) to Asian (Bul- 
go-gi, Orange Curry Chicken Stir 
Fry) to coastal (Grilled Tuna, 
Salmon en Papillote) to Cajun 
(Jambalaya). Add to that a list of 
tapas of various international 
extractions and you're hard- 
pressed to settle.on one thing 


you'd like to try. 

That means trying a few. A trip 
to Four Rooms should be a group 
affair, so you can reach across the 
table and spear things off the 
plates of others. Without the bene- 
fit of dining companions, I had to 
narrow my choices. 

A house salad ($6) might seem a 
little boring off the top, especially 
when there’s a Chilled Shrimp 
Salad with lime-merlot dressing 
offered right beside it, but the 
wilted greens available at most 
local supermarkets for the past 
few months had me craving some- 
thing simple and leafy. Fresh 
mixed greens, slices of cucumber, 
wedges of tomato and a subtly 
sweet strawberry vinaigrette were 
enlivened by a stiff dose of black 
pepper. 

The Thai Crab Roll appetizer 
($8) was, at first blush, a slight 
variant on your average spring 
roll. But, my courteous and effi- 
cient server Brendan informed 
me, Four Rooms’ kitchen has no 
deep fryer. These rolls were made 
with phyllo pastry, as opposed to 
the fragile rice wrappers used for 
spring rolls, and baked to crispi- 
ness, not fried. Stuffed with fra- 
grant crab and vermicelli and 
served with a potent dipping 
sauce of lime, soya, ginger and 
garlic, they were a fine comple- 
ment to the beer and the hockey 
game. 

Selected from the daily specials, 
my entree of choice was a Cajun 
fettucine ($9.95) heaped with 
diced peppers, onions, fresh toma- 
to, chicken and shrimp and 
enfolded in a spicy tomato cream 
sauce. The cook’s hand may have 





been a bit liberal with the cayei 
in this dish — individual bites 
were delicious, but the cumulat 
heat of the dish forced me to tak: 
a break and blow my nose 
halfway through the meal. The 
ingredients, however, were flay 
lessly prepared and assembled 
the peppers still crunchy and 
sweet, the chicken moist and tei 
der, the shrimp likewise flavour 
ful. Even after the generous por 
tion had gotten the better of m« 
continued to scavenge for tasty 
morsels of vegetables and meat 

Dessert was out of the questioi 
on this particular visit — I was 
full — but a cappuccino topped 
with a stiff plume of foam and a 
hometeam overtime victory end 
off the night satisfactorily. 

If you haven’t been, now mig]! 
be a good time to make the 
acquaintance of Four Rooms. 
Every Monday, Tuesday and 
Wednesday, all the dishes‘on their 
tapas menu are available for $5 
each from 4 p.m. to close. If you'r 
like me, your response to that will 
be a resounding “Go Oilers!”

Where could 
we get advice on starting up our 
own page and making this a suc- 
cessful venture? 

Putting Ourselves Online 


Dear Putting, 

Anonymous? With pictures of 
you butt naked online? Then 
again, there’s probably a commu- 
nity of folks somewhere who are 
into pics of nude people with 
paper bags over their heads. 
Heck, if you're looking to make 
some cash, folks in the biz insist 
niche marketing is the way to go. 

But seriously, you should really 
think about this carefully. Being 
“on display” may spice up your 
relationship, but could be hard to 
explain at the family gathering 
when little nephew Billy 
announces that kids at school are 
passing around naked jpegs of 
Auntie and Uncle ... 

That said, if you still want to do 
this, there ace a few ways to get 
started. Legally, as long as there 
are no pictures of you fucking 
your pets, dead people or anyone 
under the age of 18, you're fine. 
You simply need to find a host 
server who accepts adult sites 
(some won't), design your pages, 
pop up the photos and you've got 
a site. 

If you want this to be a profit- 
making venture, however, you've 
actually got to find people who are 
willing to pay to see you naked — 
which can be tough these days, 
given that practically everyone 
and their mother has an amateur 
site.
